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THE INCIDENTS OF THE FOUL 
MURDER REVIEWED. 


The Work of the Coroner’s Jury—The Body to be 
Taken Up and the Ball Searched for—The 
Crime Helated-The Theories Freely 
Discussed and the Conclusions. 


Shall the heart of the mystery that hangs about 
the murder of pretty Jenny Rose never be pluck- 
ed out? 

Shall the murderer be broughtto bay, or shall 
the poor woman be forgotten, unavenged’? An 
unusually strong coroney’s jury, with a foreman 
who gestures like a solicitor, is at work on the 
case. The writer has heard the testimony of every 
important witness, and in a quiet corner has gath- 
ered some impressions as the case wore on, that 
may be printed without obstructing justice, or 
prejadicing the case of Rose. They portend to be 
nothing more than generalizations of testimony 
that was given loosely and in bits. 

THE FIERCE LIGHT TUAT BEATS ON THE ROSES. 

What a startling uncoverer is crime! 

Here isa quiet family, living in an obscure 
quarter. The great city ebbs and flows past their 
humble door and takes no note of them. Outside 
the small round of their acquaintances their very 
nameisunknown. They goto their work, eat, 
sleep and go to their-work again and are but in- 
distinguishable atoms inthe restless muss. 

Suddenly a pistol shot breaks the stillness of the 
night! A young mother lies dead, with her baby 
at her side, and a bullet in her brain! as if by a 
tiash of lightning, the Rose family stands uncoy- 
ered, and the focus of all eyes. Their minutest 
traits are disclosed and discussed, and their 
simplest habits invested with tragical and deadly 
intent. 

A month ago quiet and unknown—and now 
standing perturbed in the figreest light, carefully 
studied under microscopes. To thousands of peo- 


-ple to-day are familiar all the charac- 
ters in this swift and terrible drama. 
(harlic, the boyish husband with his 


easy good nature, his habits, loose ratherthan 
vicious, and his intrigues, akward and apparently 
casual—Jennie, the pretty and delicate young 
wife, pettish with her husband because of bis 
irregular habits, but devoted to him and his baby; 
Naney Frazier, the country help, who did the 
«hores about the house, and was companion to the 
wife; Clara Suggs, alleged to be fair and said to be 
frail, overlooking the Rose household from her 
cottage of which Rose paid the rent; Mr. Jones, 


the typical countryman, with his strong fea- 
tures and slow speech, looking for 
his , daughter's murderer; the Rose 


brothers, hard-working, respected young fellows, 
gathering about the prisoner. Mrs. Grogan, the 
familiar gossip and friend, who, on the fatal night 
innocently kindled in Jennie Rose's breast the 
apprehensions that were stilled only by death. 
Armistead, the intelligent negro neighbor, who 
first looked on the dead woman's face, these and 
scores of others, witnesses, detectives, friends, 
evolved as if by magic out of the darkness, paus- 
ing for a moment in the intense light, under awful 
and intense serutiny, atid vanishing again, as 
phantoms might troop through a disordered 
<lream., s 

Some one has noted, a flat rock in a field, undis- 
turbed for years and lifted suddeuly some fine day. 
What scurrying and dreadful agitation there is 
among the flat bugs and insects who have lived in 
the long silence of that cachet, as the sunshine 


breaks in to blind them, and their ears are 
stunned with a strange hubbub. Nothing is 
more like this than a quiet eommunity 


living in comparative obscurity, when a crime un- 
«vers them, and the dark lantern of the police is 
flashed in their faces, and the awful summons of 
the law sounds in their ears.

THE STORY OF THE FOOT-PRINTS. 

The case against Rose was made up by Captain 
Bagby, who displayed admirable and astonishing 
qgiialities as a detective. 

The case rested primarily on the foot;prints, 
traced by Nolan and Mercer, the policemen who 
first came on the seene. Officer Nolan is a direct, 
intense man, narrow, but earnest. Officer Mercer 
isquicker, though hardly as persistent as Nolan.

Rose clearly could not have committed a mur- 
der at 12:05 if he was playing cards with Wads- 
worth at 11:15 or 11:20. If the evidence of Armis- 
tead and Miller stands, the firrt proposition is 
proved. If Wadsworth’s stands, the last is proved. 
There was some confusion by the differencefin 


time between Air-Line and city time, and on this, 


Rose's life may depend. An officer swears that 
Wadsworth told him it was 4 minutes to 12 when 
he left his office, and perhaps 20 minutes later 


when he met Rose. This would have 
given Rose . time to have reached the 
depot after his wife’s murder. Wadsworth 


declares that he went four minutes to twelve, by 

his railroad clock, which is one hour later than 

city time. | 
DID NANCY FRAZIER KILL JENNIE ROSE? 

The Officers claim that even if Rose proves his 
alibi, it may still be that he was accessory to the 
murder—that he met Nancy Frazier, as the tracks 
would indicate, consulted with her, returned to 
the house, pulled off his shoes, put the block under 
the window, made the tell-tale tracks and hurried 
to the depot, and joined Wadsworth in the play. 
That after giving him time to make his alibi sure 
she might have taken the pistol from the mantel, 
walked across the room, shot Jennie Rose and then 
given the alarm. 

It was claimed before the jury that a few months 
would develop a powerful reason why Nancy Fra- 
zier would want Rose’s wife out of the way and 
why Rose might have joined her in this wish. She 
was questioned closely ou this suspicion, and bit- 
terly denied that there had ever been any intimacy 
between Charley Rose and herself. She denied 
that she hadever had a lover, save as any girl 
might have. When asked if she wished this last 
statement to go on record, she ssid she would only 
swear as to anything connected with the murder. 
WHAT THE FACES OF ROSE AND MISS FRAZIER TELL. 

Charley Rose does not look like a man who 
would commit murder. He is dressed ina suit of 
ready-made clothes, bought by the officials who 
have his old clothes in custody. This robs him of 
much of his personality. His face is a boyish one, 
with no trace of sullenness or heaviness. His eyes 
are bright and quick, his mouth large and mobile’ 
and his manner straightforward. His face is weak 
rather than desperate, and suggests a man who 
would throw trouble off, rather than plunge into 
it. If one word were used to compass his expres- 
sion, it would be—Careless. 

Nancy Frazier has a dull face, heavier in its sug- 
gestion than Rose's. But it bears no sign of deep 
passion, and nothing of the schemer. -It is sucha 
face as you might see a hundred times among 
country girls, of little education, and accustomed 
to hard work. If volcanic tires ever burned in her 
heart, they never reached the surface. Her testi- 
mony was deliveredina whining voice, and in a 


rumbling, uncertain way, as if it were 
recalled, rather than studied. She 
impressed those who heaG& =the 


testimony as one who had led a hard life, and who 
had perhaps had a loyer to whom she had yielded 
rither through ignorance and indifference, than 
passion. There was nothing in her face and man- 
ner to permit "he idea that she would have energy, 
passion or care enough to have organized or: ac- 
tively assisted in the murder of a woman who held 
a place she wanted. 
THE ATTITUDE OF THE FAMILY TOWARD ROSE, 

The father of Jennie Rose, Nancy Frazier, Mr. 
Miller, who married Rose's sister, all swear that 
Rose's relations with his wife were tender and af- 
fectionate. The father, Mr. Jones, testified that 
they were more like children than grown people, 
and that he loved Charley as well as he did Jenny. 
lie said Jenny begged Charley a few days before 
the murder to do something that would make the 
railroad folks discharge him, as she was afraid he 
would get killed some night by the cars. Charley 
laughed and left her, Her father then said, 
‘Jenny, you devil.that boy enough to make him 
beat you todeath.’’ She replied, ‘‘He never spoke 
a cross word to me in his life.’’ 

When the officers were examining the tracks of 
the man who joined the woman walking by the 
fenee, they say Mr. Jones was very much affected 
and.said thetracks were those of his son-in-law. 
lie examined several of them and each time made 
the same remark. He finally examined a plainly 
defined track and said, “I must give it up, that is 
Charley's track.*’ Shortly after they left the house, 
ordering no one to walk where the tracks were 
made. They were gonea half hour. Officer Mer- 
cer swears that when he returned the tracks were 
trampled out and fresh ashes from 
the stove had been poured = on __ the 
tracks on the ash heap. Mr. Jones had changed his 
opinion entirely and said he had been mistaken 
about the tracks being Charley's. When examin- 
ed on this point-Mr. Jones said he did think at first 
the tracks were Charley's, but after day he exam- 
iued them,and they were too large. He says 
this,and nothing else, dissipated his first suspi- 
cion. 

DID A BURGLAR KILL JENNIE ROSE? 

The theory that a burglar killed Mrs. 
hard to sustain. 

Nancy Frazier swears that she heard the pistol, 
that the light was then blown ont, and that she. 
then heard some one fumbling at the trunk. Thisis 
incredible. If the burglar bad shot Mrs. Rose, he 
would not have waited to eg out the light, much 
less to have rifled the trunk. 

Besides, burglars seldom kill women. It cer- 
tainly would have paid no burglar to killa woman 
for the small booty he could get in the Rose house. 
He had no need to shoot in self-defense, for the 
way was Clear for his escape, even if Mrs. Rose had 
awakened. But if Mrs. Rose knew him well enough 
to recognize him in an awakening glance in the 
dim light, so clearly that he knew he was recog- 
nized, she must have known him very intimately. 
But in the small circle of their friends could Mrs. 
Rose know any one so intimately that Miss Frazier, 
who has lived with her since March, did not also 
know? How would he dared to have shot Mrs. 
Rose when Miss Frazier,who knew him just as 
well, was lying in full view”? 

The police say that the murderer never came in 
the window, because when they reached the scene 
the putty which fell from the removed pane, was 
still on the window sill, and the 
sash was so low that a man would have had 
to scrape the sill in squeezing through. the fact 
that the murderer went out of the window, sug- 
gests that he was nota burglar. W hen a burglar 
comes into a house, specially through a small and 
inconvenient hole, his first ideais to clear the 
way for his retreat. Miss Frazier swears that the 
key was in the door of the room in which the mur- 
der was committed.
